The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest an adjustable hub where a 
first end is coupled to the base a second end is coupled to a board where the hub is 
moveable to tilt board in any direction and the hub comprises a two-part member as 
recited in claim 4; further including a friction reducer interposed between the board and 
the hub as recited in claim 18; further including a reinforcement for distributing a force 
applied to the center of the board and where the reinforcement is coupled to the center 
of the board as recited in claim 19.
